The Silver State 


B«w Wood la Hoisted Out of the 


Car*»n River. 


The Lyon County Timea gives the fol- 


lowing account of a Nevada invention 
for hoiBting floating wood out of the 
water: "The Cameron wood drive is be- 
ing rapidly taken out of the water. 
Some distance above the boom wagons 
are at work;, And the hoisting machine 
at the boom is doing good work. Mr. 
Cameron intends, in the coarse of time, 
to arrive pretty nearly at perfection with 
his invention. Bach time the machine 
oomes here it has improvements added 
which give it greater efficiency. When 
firet made the wood was curried up the 
endless chain and thrown over into a 
cart, and when one cart was full work 
had to stop until another topk its, place. 
A moveable apron, or slide, has been 
added, which extends to a framework 
across the road, where the first cart 
stands. The apron is hinged on to the 
frame and held up while the cart is 
being filled, and then dropped to receive 
the wood which slides over it to anoth- 
er cart stationed outside the frame. 
While the outside cart is receiving its 
load another takes its position on the 
inner track, and at the proper time the 
apron is lifted and the wood again falls 
directly from the end of the elevator 
In this way n continuous procession of 
cord wood moves out of the river over 
the endless chain, and no stoppage is 
required except to repair breakages or 
oil machinery. It is an excellent con- 
trivance for the purpose, but is espec- 
ially valuable in cold weather, as it 
saves the necessity of half a dozen men 
standing in the water up to their waists 
for hours while loading wood on the 
wagons. 


A Useful Invention. 


The Grass Y alley Union says a patent 


has been issued to James M. Lakenan, 
proprietor of the Grass Valley Foundry, 
for a "Boiler Soraper and Cleaner," 
which is aii invention at once simple 
and useful. It consists of a globla joint 
and stuffing bos, through -which a steel 
scraper-rod % of an inch or less passes, 
with a soraper or brush attached, curved 
to the shape of the boiler, and can be 
worked on ths bottom or up the sides of 
the boiler as high as the tubes. 
The 


object of the scraper is to enable tha en- 
gineer to broom bock any accumulation 
of scale or sediment from the bottom or 
sides of the boiler to the blow-off pipe, 
and 
blow the 
same 
out of 
the 


boiler 
while it is 
in use, without 


running down steam, or in any way in- 
terfering with the working of the ma- 
chinery. 
It is well known to engineers 


that the accumulation of a few pounds 
of scale or sediment ou the fire-shee 
will in a few dajs cause a blister 01 
crack tin the boiler, which too often le 
suits in an explosion. 
By tho use o 


this scraper such accumulations are 
prevented, and the danger of explosions 
from tho cause avoided. In boilerb 
where mucJdy water is used or lime is 
held in solution the sediment accumu 
lates fast, and groat care is necessary 
by frequent examinations to prevent ac 
cidents, but by the use of this scraper 
an engineer has at all times at hand the 
remedy, without letting the boiler coo 
down. The scraper is an invention 
that is likely to go into very genera 
use. Mr Lakennn is prepared to sel 
tho right for its use in States and Terri 
tones.

He hud arrived at Paradisi 
City, on his way to Winnemuoca, when 
the news of the explosion reached him 
by special messenger. He says that 
tank containing twelve or fifteen gallon 
of sulphuric acid, burst with a noisi 
like a cannon, injuring two men am 
breaking every pone of glass in th 
building.

thick, and the explosion tore it as if i 
had been brown Jpaper. Hr. McCurd. 
has been amalgamating and assayin 
for over twenty years, and handled ton 
of sulphuric acid, yet he suys be neve 
heard of it exploding before.

•was placed within t«n feet of the boiler 
to prevent ice from forming on the acid 
and the only way he can account for th 
explosion is, that the heat generate! 
gasscs which could not escape from th 
tank, and therefore it exploded.
